appropriation for a study of se- 
condary school housing needs can 
be directly attributed to this study 
by way of payment to Architect 
Frank Crimp.

Editorials 


Did They “Labor In Vain’? 


There’s a public way in a nearby community named 
‘Labor In Vain’’ rd. — we’re beginning to wonder if this 
title might not also be given to the committee which 
recently studied the operation of the town government. 

For it’s possible indeed that this committee labored in 


vain, 


To date, there has been nothing positive done by any 
of the responsible town officials to indicate that action 
will be taken on any of the recommendations. All there is 
to report, unfortunately, is a pending meeting between 
Selectmen and Study Committee, to discuss the report and 
areas in which there is a lack of agreement. 

We may possibly be pushing the town officials too hard, 
or be expecting too much from them, too quickly. 

If so, perhaps they won’t mind too much. For we would 
rather err in that direction than to awake some morning 
with the certainty that the committee did actually labor in 


vain. 


Many fine recommendations were contained in that re- 
port; these should be carefully studied, and in most cases 
carried out as quickly as possible. And in those areas 
where the committee found obvious flaunting of the 
charter, the condition should be corrected with haste. 


Now Let’s Have Action 


We think the Selectmen acted with reason when they 
insisted, Monday night, on setting a June date for the 


Special town meeting. 


The main subject of the session will be recodification 
of the by-laws — a topic under discussion for a good many 
years, and previously set for action in May.
